Mr. Marier divided Canada into four sections: The Maritime

• Irc-i: the eastern manufacturing section composed of Ontario and 
Quebec; ihe purely ngricuUural section of the West; and lîrili.sh 
Columbia. How are legislators to work out a system of moderate 
'.ariffs that will serve the best interests and inecl with the approval 
of all four divisions in this vast stretch of territory? Mr. Marier 
rcnicndr, tliat ;.uch n system cannot be devised. A moderate tariff 
>..i essential to the cxi.stcnce of the great industrial section of Ontario 
and Quebec. Tiic West, which is adapted solely lo agriculture, 
»N-ould benefit materially from unrestricted trade with the Rc- 

: public to the south, but in gaining free trade the interests of the 
industries in the cast would be sacrificed where competition with 
lower-priced .American pioducls would mean certain death to Can- 
adian industries. 

■"Preservation of Canada," Mr. Marier stilted, should be the 
ideal of every citizen. By thinking in terms of Canada the people 
would be willing to sacrifice benefits to be derived from policies 
adaptable lo small sections when the Dominion as a whole would 
riiffer from the adoption of those policies. 
^' The urgent necessity of increased population was a point 
which Mr. Marier particularly stressed. The increased prosperity 
of the Dominion depends on satisfactory remedies being found for 
under-population . The country is burdened with a railway mile- 
age far out of proportion with the population, with the consequent 
evil of accumuln.ling national debt. • To induce immigrants to set- 
tle in Canada and lo prevent them when they arc here from filter- 
ing into the United Stajlcs, it is necessary to assure them a decent 
- 'jvelihood . He advocated lowering of freight rjitcs cvin at the 
. expense of increasing the national debt. High transportation cost 
vould cease to be a deterrent to' the prosperity of the agricultural 
section in the west . The cpunlry would prosper and could then 
jffcr reasonable inducement to immigrants to settle here. lncrca.sed 
population would follow and greater division' of debt and' lower 
'.axaj'ion would inevitably result. 
_ The policy Mr. iMarler advocates is based on sound and ma- 
ure judgment, and a keen insight into the pressing needs of the 
Dominion. His message is worthy of consideration of every slu- 
Jcnt who will eventually become a responsible citizen of the Can- 
^tdian nation.
